Dr. Pauling is being brought 
here by the Montreal Committee 
for the Control of Radiation Ha- 
zards, a group recently formed 
because of the growing concern 
about the dangers of nuclear test- 
ing. 

A Nobel prizewinner and Chair- 
man of the Division of Chemistry 
and Chemical Engineering at 
CIT, Dr. Pauling is one of the 
most distinguished scientists of 
our time. His technical training 
has made him an Informed cri- 
tic of the American Atomic 
Energy Commission, and his con; 
demnation. of Western nuclear 
policy has caused much contro- 
versy. He originated the petition 
to- the United Nations ^urging 
that an international agreement 
to stop tha testing of nuclear 
bombs be made now", which was 
signed by eleven thousand scien- 
tists from all over the world.
